The foodstuffs, to be paid for 
w hen “G erm any is able to pay,” 
w’ould be sufficient to increase the 
daily average ration of G erm ans 
in the U. S. occupation zone to 
1,550 calorics. Clay, d eputy A m er­ 
ican m ilitary governor for G er­ 
m any, told a m eeting of the G er­ 
m an council of state m inister pres­ 
idents. 
L ast Ort. 15, the U. S. m ilitary 
governm ent set the average G er­ 
m an civilian ration for the com ­ 
ing weeks at 1,345 calories. 
O ther developm ents during the 
day included publication bv the 
Allied control council in Berlin of 
new laws outlaw ing m ilitary ed u ­ 
cation and giving the council legal 
title to the 300 plants and other 
assets of the I. G. F arben Trust.
